History From 
Start in 1899 


The Veterans of Foreign Wars of the 
Inited States, was organized in Colum- 
jus, Ohio, September 23, 1899, by 
‘ourteen comrades who had servea 
overseas under the American flag. Un- 
der the leadership of Jame sC. Put- 
man, this group was chartered on Oc- 
tober 11, 1899, under the name of 
American Veterans of Foreign Service. 


On December 12, 1899, the Colo- 
rado Society, Army of the Philippines, 
was formed in Denver, Colorado, with 
General Irving Hale as its founder. The 
following year this society became na- 
tional in scope, and John S. Stewart 
Post No. 1, established in Denver at 
that time, is still an active unit of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars of the U. 
S. Several smaller veteran groups, or- 
ganized in Pennsylvania from 1901 to 
1903, united with the American Vet- 
erans of Foreign Service in 1905. 

This body in turn amalgamated witu 
the Army of the Philippines in ror, 
and the united society became known 
as the Veterans of Foreign Wars of 
the United States. The eligibility re- 
quirements formulated by that group 
of fourteen veterans in Columbus, 
Ohio, on September 23, 1899, Gre 
virtually the same as those that govern 
eligibility regulations of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars of the U. S. today. 

In 1917, at the time of America’s 
entrance into the World War, Posts of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars of the 
U. S. could be found in every section 
of the United States. Thousands of 
its members again entered the service 
under the American flag and the name 
and fame of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the U. S. was spread over 
every battlefield in Europe, Siberia, 
and the Far East, and in service on 
the high seas. They were greeted by 
members of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the U. S., who like themselves, 
had fought for Old Glory under alien 
skies. 

Today the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
of the U. S.—America’s Gold Chevron 
Order — is composed of Posts in every 
state in the Union, as well as in Alas- 
ka, the Canal Zone, the Philippines, 
Europe and Cuba. Today the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars of the U. S. is 
recognized as America’s most unique 
veteran organization, taking a militant 
lead in all great moyements tending 
to help the veteran and-his-dependents.
